A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,18, 33, 42-44, 46-48, and 50-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,18, 
33, 42-44, 46-48, and 50-52 are neither anticipated nor made obvious by the prior art of 
record. 

In regard to claims 1,18, and 33, the prior art of record fails to disclose an 
apparatus and method with three photoconverter arrays for converting light of three 
separate colors into three color output signals and a single photoconverter array for 
converting light into a monochrome output signals as set forth wherein the monochrome 
output signal is digitized into monochrome pixel data having a greater number of bits 
per pixel than the color pixel data digitized from the color output signals, and the color 
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output signals and monhochrome output signals are combined in order to provide 
improved gradation to the color output signals.
